A revelation of present 
progress. 

This is what Anthony Fokker, fam- 
ous airplane designer, calls the flight 
of the Question Mark. 

He could, if he would, do. a little 
personal bragging, for the Question 
Mark is a Fokker plane. 

After this test, so ambitious an 
experiment as a non-stop flight 
around the globe is now brought well 
within the realms of possibility. In 
this flight, the replenishment of fuel 
tanks was achieved in a fashion that 
was entirely practicable and even 
simple. There is no reason to doubt 
that such refueling could be arrang- 
ed from a chain of stations stretched 
around the world. Along the surface 
of the sea, airplane carriers such 
as the Lexington, the Saratoga and 
the Langley, might be strung out at 
1,000 miles apart. Refueling planes 
might take off from their decks, make 
contact with a nonstop plane, deliver 
their gasoline and oil and return to 
the safe harborage of the carrier’s 
decks. 

Radio direction finders and all of 
the modern aids to navigation such 
as were used in the flight of the 
Southern Cross to Australia, would, 
of course, be necessary. These de 
vices are rapidly becoming more per- 
fect. 

Another decided advantage’ of re- 
fueling in the air instead of on the 
ground will be in decreased operat- 
ing risks and wear and tear on equip- 
me t. Some of the most severe 
stresses and dangers to which an air- 
plane is subjected occur during take- 
off and landings. 

The large airliner of the future 
may be refueled from comparatively 
small and inexpensive planes which 
-an be operated from smaller airports 
and at much less risk. and expense 
than the larger planes. 

Refueling: contacts have heretofore 
been considered hazardous, but the 
Question Mark's flight pioneered me- 
theds and gained experience which 
will be of great value, Under present 
conditions refueling is not likely to 
be. necessary. or advisable on flights

He said the position taken 
by the United ‘States on the arms em- 
bargo, allowing the Mexican govern- 
mént to import arms and preventing 
the rebels from importing them, was 
a most eloquent testimony of the good 
will. of the United States government 
toward the Mexican government. 

Secretary Frank B, Kellogg’s posi- 
tion is that the United States will not 
recoguize governments emunating 
from a revolution, he sald. This ts an 
ussurance to the stable governments 
of ‘Latin-American countries and rec- 
ognition and respect for the sovereign- 
ty of Mexico and its itnstitutions. 

Referring to the stand taken by 
President Herbert Hoover and Secre- 
tary Kellogg, President. Portes Gil, 
after a conference with Genaro Es- 
trada, foreign minister, gave the fal- 
lowing statement over his signature: 

."Both declarations constitute a new 
and solemn testimony of the. respect 
for ‘the. Mexican institutions repre- 
senting-law and order and the natlon- 
al sovereignty.” | 

ARLY in fhe week President 

Hoover made the important an- 
houncement. that it would be the pol- 
icy of the administration to do every- 
thing possible to conserve the pe- 
troleum resources of the nation, His 
formal statement reads ag follows: 

“There will be no. leases or disposal 
of government oj! lands, no matter 
what category they. may. lie in, of gov- 
ernment holdings or government con- 
trols, except those which may be man- 
datory by congress. In other words. 
there will be complete conservation of 
government oll in this administra- 
tlon.” ° : 

The first step toward making this 
policy effective came in the form of 
an order by Secretary of the Intertor 
Wilbur to :all government land offices 
directing them “not to recelve further 
applications for permits to prospect 
for oi! and gas on the pubic domain, 
and to reject all applications now 
pending.” j 

Far-reaching effects of this new 
policy are predicted. 

Preceding the {ssuance of the order 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Mon- 
tana held a conference with the Preg- 
Ident and protested against the new 
policy. Senator Walsh contended that 
it was the fntent of congress that ofl 
development should be permitted on 
the public domain and that apy arhi- 
trary restriction would be discrimina- 
tion against his state, where there. are 
20,000,000 acres of public land, 

This new policy accords with that 
recommended by the ol! conservation 
board of which Mr. Hoover was a 
member while secretary of commerce. 

OMPLETE agreement on a_ for- 
mula for the adhesion of the 
United States to the World Court of 
(uternational Justice was reached at 
the fourth meeting of the Interna- 
tlonal committee of jurists at Geneva. 

The formula, {no ita. final form, ts 
the work of Sir Cecll Hurst, British 
delegate, aided by M. Politis of Greece 
and Elihu Root of America. Mr, Root 
is entirely tn accord with the Hurst 
redraft. 

The Root-Hurst formula, as the re- 
vised scheme is known, represents a 
tigbtened-up version of the original 
Root formula and contains but few 
basic changes.
